Hazzard,. "William^ Spaulding, and W. 
S.. Murray were elected, already, em- 
powered, to secure possession for the

been, 


designated. The lands on the eastern 
side of the river were,.brought into 
the market by a public -sale .in Mil- 
waukee in 3S39. 
Amicable arrange- 


tnents were doubtless made with the

terday afternoon on a platform erect-

office oh th'e State-fair-ground's in Mil- 
jivaukee." The killing was done xinder 
the direction of State 
Veterinarian 


E, D. Roberts and Prof.'-H. L. Russell 
of the University-of Wisconsin: Be- 
fore'the first;'aninial was killed. Prof. 
Russell gave a lecture upon the-cause 
and effects of the' disease. 
He 
ex- 


plained at length the tuber'ciiline test, 
which, he said, could' be .applied to 
the cows1 owned by every fariu'er in 


1 the state. It was shown that a large 
| percentage of cases of tuberculosis 
! among hogs came : from feeding the 
animals, skimmed milk'procured from 
creameries supplied from herds of cat- 


, tie affected with the disease. 
Prof. 


| Russell stated that' it was believed 
that a state law for the pasteurization 
of all skim milk 
from 
creameries 


would be of great benefit'to'farmers. 
Each of the five cows killed showed 
the effects of tuberculosis. 
In some 


the infections had only affected one 
part of the body, but several had tu> 
bercular enlargements of the medis- 
tinal and retrophryangel glands and 
tubercular 'tissue in the 
intestines. 


Only four of the five animals Killed 
had been subjected to test for- tuber- 
culosis. The fifth was donated by its 
owner without a test. 
The cow was 


emaciated and in a generally bad con- 
dition, and, upon being slaughtered, 
proved to be-the worst case of the 
five. All the glands affected were en- 
larged to ten and twenty times- their 
normal size and -were filled with tu- 
berculous matter. The demonstration 
was a sfrong plea for the universal 
adoption by farmers of tlie tubercu- 
iine test.

Mr. Cromwell 
submitted a statement acknowledging 
that he had been a member of not 
less than sixteen of these syndicates, 
in which "the Mutual Life had also 
been a 
participant. His statement 


covered only the transactions of the 
last five years. 


Mr. Cromwell's aggregate profits 


from these syndicate participations _in 
tho five years amounted to $20,371.52. 
In most cases the Mutual Life, besides 
being a member of the syndicates ot 
which the company's treasurer -was 
Interested, was also a regular pur- 
chaser of securities from the syndi- 
cate managers, thus contributing prof- 
its which were distributed among tho 
syndicate participants, Mr, Cromwell 
Included.

stitpces the 'syndicate participations 
winch had been offered the Mutual 
Life had been, allotted in part to trust 
companies in which the Mutual Life, 
as well as its officers and trustees, 
were largo shareholders.

GALL STONES. 


; I recently gave you a talk on Jaundice, 
and the- subject of Gall Stones is so 
closely allied that they should be dis- 
cussed at about the same time. 


• 
The accumulation of hardened bile 


within the gall-bladder or bile duct is 
technically called- "Biliary Caluxli." 
Persons in .middle life and old age are 
most liable, especially those who are 
of a bilious temperament, who l»ve 
•lived in malarial sections, or who have 
been troubled by constipation or livei- 
troubles, or who have eaten largely of 
.animal foods. Their origin may be duo 
ito simply drying out (inspisation-) of the 
ibile, altered characteristics a£ the fluid 
or accumulation about a nucleus of mu- 
.cous or other material. The size of the 
6to«es vary from that of a grain of 
wheat to that of a hickory nut- If largo, 
there are rarely more Ran two or three 
present, and if very small, thero may be 
200. 
They usually develop very slowly, 


and give but little trouble until they 
commence to be evacuated, when they 
Irritate the passages or become lodged 
la the gall duct. 


• -The symptoms of gall stones are not 
, hard to recognize by a physician of ex- 


perience, although mistakes are fre- 


' quen-tly made. The paroxysms of pain 


which occur when the gall stones are 
striving to leave the bladder are ex- 
cruclatfiig ia character and very ex- 
hausting. They may come on regularly 
every few days or weeks or months. 
Sometimes they result in evacuations, 
and at other times the calculi are un- 
able to pass through the duct. An at- 
tack, commences with dull pain \inder 
the right libs, usually after eating or ex- 
ertion. The pain soon grows sharp and 
intense, of a griping and- boring charac- 
ter, extending to 
the abdomen and- 


shoulder. 
There may be vomiting of 


food and mucous, and occasionally chills 
and convulsions, but no fever. 
The 


face is pale, and when the calculi be- 
comes fastened in the passages there 
will be jaundice; often the whole sur- 
face of the body, is cold and covered-with 
perspiration." 


Such symptoms may last for hours or 


for days before the stones are evacu- 
ated, and then when they enter the 
small intestine (duodenum) the pain 
suddenly ceases and the jaundice dis- 
appears and- intense relief is experi- 
enced, although there is great prostra- 
tion and weakness. Occasionally a gall 
stone may be of such a large size or of 
such roughened character as to become 
firmly lodged in the duct, and thus cause 
suppuration and death, unless surgical 
interference is prompt. 


Gall stones are usually green or brown, 


but may be varied in color. They may 
be soapy and greasy to the touch, or 


- hard or friable'; they may be rour.cl'or 


flat or oval, and smooth or roughened 
or warty. A very small angular calculus 
may cause great pain, and one largeone 
may be followed by numerous small 
ones. The discharges from the bowels 
after a paroxysm should be carefully 
searched for the gall stones. 


The simplest, safest and most effec- 


tive m'ethod. of home treatment is some- 
what similar to that which was given in 
Club Notes some weeks ago and consists 
in drinking one vrlneglassful of sweet 
oil—pure olive oil is pleasant to take 
—at bedtime. «This should be followed 
the next morning with a cathartic, such 
as sedlitz powders or cream of Tartar and 
phosphate of soda, .teaspoonfu! each 
morning in a wineglassful 
of water. 


This system should be continued for 
several weeks until relief is experienced 
by the passing of the stones. 


In addition to the above there should 


be placed over the region oj the liver, a 
large fomentation of lobelia seed and 
flax seed, ^ equal parts, keeping it^iot 
or at least warm for an hour or two, 
especially during an acute attack. This 
fomentation relaxes the tissues and 
makes it easier for the stones to pass 
out. 


After the stones have passed out of 


the body, new ones will form unless the 
bowels are kept open and the Home 
Health Club methods of avoiding bil- 
ious attacks are rigidly followed. 


some' cases'in which it does not seem to 
have any effect. Therefore, unless you 
are familiar with the use of both the 
galvanic and faradic batteries, I would 
not recommend you to use them. If. 
however, you have a physician who ia 
skillful in their use, it is anight. 


Inflammatory rheumatism will gen- 


erally give way quite readily with the 
use of the Schuessler tissue remedies. 
These are inexpensive, and can do you 
no possible harm. However, in your 
case, it is wise to build up the general 
system and increase the activity of the 
organs of elimination by the use of the 
good old-fashioned herb remedies. In 
your case, the use of the compound gen- 
tian sirup would bo best. The formula 
for it has been given a number of times 
in these columns, so I presume you are 
familiar with It. It is especially good 
for one of your age. because It will in- 
crease the activity of the kidneys, and-in 
that way .reduce the swelling ID the 
feet and ankles. It is1 wise to drink an 
abundance of water between the meals; 
but not while .eating. The fact'that 
,you have access only to hard water is 
probably the "cause' of jrour rheuma- 
tism. 
If you could have this water 


slightly 
heated, 
and 
then filtered 


through a. sand and charcoal filter, it 
would be much better; because it takes 
out a great deal of the'lime. A better 
way would be to have.it distilled with 
a distilling apparatus which you can 
easily procure, and belter still, drink 
fresh buttermilk Instead of water, I 
trust you will be benefltted by my sug- 
gestions.

I can tell you how to make a little de- 


vice for preventing the habit of snoring, 
which is quite effective. 


Make a little knit cap something like 


the shape of the heel of a sock, and fas- 
ten it under the chin and up over the 
head with an elastic band, so as to keep 
the mouth closed-while sleeping. This is 
the whole secret, for when the mouth is 
closed snoring does not occur.

A CITY'S FARM COLONY 


Municipal Project of Cleveland 


to Help the Needy. 


VAST TRACT OP LAND PUEOHASED 


On Thirteen Hundred Acres a 
Num- 


ber of Suitable JlulltlinifH Will Be 
Erefted For the .I'oor of the Clty- 
•\VIiuu Desirable, Kltch Individual 
•Will Be Given a Small Plot For 
Cultivation. 
. 


The city of Cleveland, 0., has under- 


taken a uiuuidpai experiment which .if 
successful will have much to do with 
revolutionizing its general 'attitude to- 
ward the treatment of the criminal, de- 
pendent luid Cofo'ctivo clussus, says a 
Ceveliind dispatch. Eight hundred and 
fifty acres of laud have been purchas- 
ed, which, with .an adjoining 450 acres 
recently bought for cemetery purposes, 
makes a total area of 1,300 acres, or 
two square miles. This vast tract of 
laud, teu miles from the public square, 
will furnish advantageous locations for 
the various institutions which Uie mu- 
nicipality .finds necessary and useful 
In Its department of charities and cor- 
rection. It will be known us the Cleve- 
land farm colony. 


The 'hdmlnlstrntlcx* building will be 


located on the summit of a ridge which 
traverses the center of the tract, from 
wulch Is aii extended view over the 
farm and many miles beyond. Located 
distant from one' another will be the 
bouse of correction, the detention hos- 
pital, a tuberculosis sanitarium, a gen- 
eral hospital for convalescent ;md 
chronic cases, a hospital for the treat- 
ment of the drink and drug liabits, a 
home for aged poor, a home for crip- 
ples and a home for wayward girls. 


A municipal .hospital car with beds 


and attendant nurses will be run over 
the suburban linerfrom the city to the 
different hospitals on the farm. 
Spe- 


cial cars will also ba employed for tho 
other departments of the oolouy. 


The infirmary or home for aged and 


defective poor will- be one of the first 
Institutions to be removed to the new 
site. While thero will be larger wards 
for the more helpless as far as possible, 
the residents will be grouped In cot- 
tages. Here separate groups, will be 
made according to nationality and cou- 
geuhu tastes: 
. 
, 


Husbands and wives will occupy a 


part of a cottage by themselves. Each 
cottage or when desirable each Individ- 
ual will be given a small- plot of ground' 
for cultivation. Here will be located 
not a monumental institution, but a 
village of unfortunates, with homelike 
surroundings, sufficient activity to 1'os- 
ter a feeling of independence, soruo 
room for 'individual wblms and ca- 
prices and all in 'the midst of the free- 
open country, flowers, trees and gar- 
dens. 


To the residents of -the other institu- 


tions will be given freedom from c-lty 
temptations, the privilege of outdoor 
life and of regaining tiie normal phys- 
ical conditions which are important 
open country, trees and gardens. 


Because of mental and bodily defects 


many of those people have been crowd- 
ed out of the ranks of tlie regular 
strenuous industries iu shops and fac- 
tories. With every industrial- depres- 
sion a larger number of theui arc- 
forced into the ranks of the criminal 
and ' dependent classes. 
Unlike the 


crowded factories, the land always fur- 
nishes opportunities for the weak and 
defective to do some work according to 
their abilities. The men past their 
prime, the crippled, the feeble minded, 
who can give'only a partial fragment- 
ary day's labor, will here have affair 
cbance to use their limited talents. 


In two square miles of laud, with its 


wooded 
hills, rolling meadows and 


plowed fields, with its walks, .drives 
and gardens, with its cottages, shops 
and barns, with Its cattle, sheup and 
fowl, this farm colony will offer larger 
opportunities for useful, happier lives 
for the weak, unfortunate and pcior of 
a great city. 


A "SUPERMARINE" BOAT. 


.Vovcl Hlsrli SpeeA Crnft DevlHcd ftT 


Frei'icli Engineer. 


A novel form oC high speed boat has 


recently been devised by a French en- 
gineer, M. de Lambert, which involves 
a radical departure from all previous 
designs of Itull, says Harper's Weekly. 
It Is termed a "skating." or "superma- 
mariuo," boat, for It Is constructed to 
glide along tbe surface of the water 
rather than- experience resistance by 
being immersed and passing through. 
This is accomplished by moans of- live 
inclined pianos, which are fixed on the 
bottom of the hull and wbicla when tiie 
boat is at rest are a i'e\y- inches in the 
water. When the engine is started tlie 
hull is raised, so that the boat'runs 
with less resistance on the inclined 
planes, which then rest on a mixture 
of air and water. 


With a twelve horsepower, petroleum 


mo»or It is reported that a speed of 
from twenty-six to twenty-eight knots 
an hour can be made, a rate not al- 
ways attained by motor' boats with 
eighty horsepower engines. The new 
boat is also capable of being handled 
with considerable facility and stopped 
readily. 


The attainment of high speed by mo- 


tor boats which run on tbe surface of 
tho jwter rattier tban through it has 
attracted some attention lately, and an 
English high speed boat was built 
whore this idea was considered in de- 
signing tbe hull, but the use of tlie In- 
clined planes to diminish the resistance 
as successfully carried out is quite 
novel and will be tried further.
